The biggest parade ever to be 
held in the Town of Wilmington 
is promised for next Saturday, 
to kick off the Wilmington 
Community Fund Drive. Not only 
is it to be the biggest parade 
ever held in Wilmington, but 
indications are that it will 
be one of the largest ever 
he ld in Middlesex County. 
Combining with the Wilmington 
High School Football Game with 
Chelmsford, the parade will 
be, it is hoped, a parade vic- 
tory for the third successive 
win by the Wilmington Wildcat 

Squard. 

The Parade, to start at Wein- 
berg’ s Store, will end at the 
High School Football field, in 
time for the annual game with 
Chelmsford, 

To take part in the parade 
will be three or more bands 
with the United States 18th 
Army, leading a parade that 
will be over a mile long. 
The Wilmington High School 
Band will lead a division of 
the parade, together with the 
High School Baton Twirlers. 
The Chelmsford High School 
Band, 42 strong, with 12 Cheer 
Leaders, and 12 Baton Twirlers 
will lead the Third Division. 
The Chelmsford Band is also 
scheduled to put on a special 
show, between the halves of 
the football game. 

Veterans To Lead 
Each of the three Veterans 
organizations in Wilmington 
will lead the paraders in a 
division, the Disabled Ameri - 
can Veterans under Commander 
James Simpson, the American 
Legion Post 136 under Comman- 
der Joseph Bradley, and Post 
2458 of the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars under Commander 
Fred Lloyd. 

Parade Marshall 
James Shine, State Junior 
Vice Commander of the Disa- 
bled American Veterans and a 
Community Fund volunteer wor- 
ker is to be parade Marshall.

IMPASSE AT DUMP HEARING 

The Board of Health, last 
Thursday evening showed an ex- 
cellent movie of modern land- 
fill operations, for a public 
dump. The film was a regular 
part of the adjourned Board of 
Appeals hearing on the pro- 
posed public dump on the for- 
mer Moran property, in South 
Wilmington. 

About 65 neighbors and abut- 
tors were present, and their 
attitude apparantly did not 
change at all, even with the 
movie. They were still against 
the idea of a dump, and were 
willing to sit all night and 
Say so. 

The hearing, in the Town Hall 
was finally closed by the Ap- 
peal Board Chairman, at about 
10:45 pm., after a suggestion 
Street, that a committee of 
about five persons be appoint- 
ed to represent the abuttors, 
and this committee be empower- 
ed to represent the rest of 
the group. 

The principal spokesmen for 
the objectors were Paul Met- 
calf of Brentwood Avenue and 
Tom Galvin of Chestnut Street. 
These men had been appointed 
chairman and secretary of a 
newly formed organization ap- 
perantly for the sole purpose 
of combatting the dump. 

Both men raised a number of 
points, one of the principal 
points being that outside mu- 
nicipalities would be allowed 
to use the dump. 

Leroy Bedell Jr of Hillside 
way expressed himself on this 
question: ‘I moved out of tow 
in 1948. When I came back in 
55 everybody was slapping 
each other on the back and con 
gratulating each other on AVCO 
and the new Zoning Law. Now 
the question is: ‘Is Wilmington 
to become the public dumping 
ground for half of Middlesex 
County’.

The letter 
had been forwarded to the 
School Committee by Anthony De 
Luca, Director of the Evening 
School. 
A request of $1.50 more for 
an evening was requested by 
the vocational teachers. At 
the present time they are paid 
$10.50 for three hour sessions 
They have reqiested $12.00, 
Teachers of academic subjects 
who now receive $9, desire a 
proportionate increase. 
The, request was taken under 
advisement by the committee. 
No action will be taken until 
the State Department of Educa- 
tion is consulted regarding 
salaries in surrounding towns. 
Questionairre 

A questionairre, signed by 
John D Couglin, Director of 
the Division of Youth Service 
of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, requested the local 
committee’ s opinion on House 
Bill 2484. 

This bill concerns the Youth 
Service Board, and would re- 
quire that the State designate 
in each town the number of Ad- 
justment Counselors a town 
should have for mentally dis- 
turbed children.
